[Claim] 

A drive logic device, for use in a matrix thin film 
EL display device, including a plurality of data 
electrodes and a plurality of scanning electrodes that 
are sequentially driven line by line, 

said device being characterised in that it 
comprises: 

a timing-providing P-ROM for sequentially storing a 
variety of timings with which the data electrodes and 
scanning electrodes are driven during a line period 
encompassing modulation of, and writing to, a thin film 
EL panel, and selection of one of the scanning lines; and 

a column counter and a row counter, being variable 
in terms of counting period or counted number and 
corresponding respectively to the line period and the 
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selection of one of the scanning lines, for providing 
address data to the P-ROM and reading data from the P- 
ROM , 



[Objective of the Invention] 

In view of these conventional problems, the present 
invention has an objective to present a general -purpose 
drive logic device, for use in a thin film EL display 
device, which is applicable in a variety of EL display 
panels including different electrode structures without 
a change in hardware and which is also easy to design, 
the drive logic device comprising: 

a P-ROM for sequentially storing a variety of 
timings to drive data electrodes and scanning electrodes 
which are configured in a highly complicating manner 
characteristic to a thin film EL panel; and 

a column counter and a row counter, being variable 
in terms of counting period or counted number and 
corresponding respectively to a line period and selection 
of one of the scanning line. 

[Embodiment] 



The drive timing control circuit 10, as shown in

Figure 3, is constituted by a P-ROM 110 and a latch 
circuit 120. The P-ROM 110 receives inputs from a column 
counter 2 0 and a row counter 3 0 as address ^ data. 
Therefore, in the drive timing control circuit 10 
producing timings, the column counter 20 sequentially 
derives timings necessary for a line from the data 
provided by the P-ROM 110, whereas the row counter 30 
sequentially derives timings necessary for refreshing 
from the data provided by the P-ROM 110. 
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
